All OA-er the country people have lately been linding ground glass

These, 
the board believes, got into the bread by accident. 


There have possibly been some authentic instances in scattered 


communities of glass being put into bread, cake or candy intention- 
ally, but they are so rare as to be almost negligible. The simple 
truth is that ive have recently been having a "ground glass scare" 
comparable to the "poisoned needle" scare that infected New York 
and some of our other big cities a couple of years ago. There is no 
more basis for this new scare than there was for the old one. 


It's almost, -wholly "psychological," a passing wave of public 


hysteria, Any encouragement of the delusion is dangerous, because 
it adds to the causeless alarm felt by impressionable people, and puts 
a destructive idea into ill-balanced minds that otherwise would never 
have ttot of it. 


The way to eliminate the ground glass peril is to forget about it.
